Eastern 
exchange is null at 1 premium and New Orleans 
tirtn at the same. The quotations for uucurrent 
money are now M follows: the notes of the old Ten- 
nessee barks 3 discount and of the free banks 9)4 
discount; Indiana ."State bank par to % Account aud 
the free banks )< to 1 discount; Illinois fee banks 1 
discount, and Missouri bank 1)4 discouut. Gtdd te- 
maius at . '■ ■< to 1 premium. 

At New York money is a drug. First class paper 
rates from 4 to 6 discount. Stock* had again gone 
up to a high figure, but the leading fancies received 
a severe check on Thursday. The movement sug- 
gested to abolish the paving of interest on deposit 
by the banks had proved a failure.

Till: CINCINNATI FIKE DEPARTMENT. 
To the J-JJitors of the Ijmiscilte Journal: 

Gknti.kmkx: b conformity to a request made by 
a promineut citizen < f your city and a concession of 
space in your Journal, I purpose briehV (as facts 
will permit) giving an account of our Steam Fire 
lvigiue Department, its admirable workings, and 
general management. My letter would be entirely 
too prolix were I to give the many causes which 
originated the" present department, but it may be 
proper in the start to say that the change an in a 
great decree be attributed to the riots which are 
always the offspring of a volunteer force. 

The hteam engine department of Cincinnati con- 
sists of seven steam engines and three hand compa- 
nies, the whoia be'ii,; un U r tiie control of a chief 
uud two assistant engineers. In the centre of the 
city stands the "watch t jwer," from which radiate 
four districts. On the tower two men are station°d, 
who stand regular watches night and day. The 
tower iieing built upon the top of the Mechanics' 
Institute, one of the highest structures, its elevated 
position yives at once a most commanding and per- 
fect view of the entire ci.y. On the southwest cor- 
ner of the Institute stands the "big bell," weighing 
over six thousand pounds. It is rung by means of 
a ponderous iron lever, to which are connected iron 
rods cunning from the tower and attaching with the 
clapper. The signals are inside of the tower, which 
are four large-tiz-id glass glolies placed at intervals 
of two to three feet on arms projecting from one- 
inch gas pipe; the glolies or balls are illuminated by 
means of gas, andean l»e plainly distinguished from 
any of the several engine houses in the city; the 
Eignals are raised from the summit of the tower by 
a jiowerful but simple windlass — one, two, three, or 
four being shown, as the case may lie; if the tire is 
in the first district, one is put out; if in the second, 
two, and so on. 

To each of the steam engine companies are eleven 
men, consisting of one engineer, one lire man, three 
drivers, three pipemen, and one watchman, neaded 
by a captain who is not a stationary man, and only 
acts at and during a fire. Two hose reels also ac- 
company each engine; in proceeding to a lire one 
of the reels takes the lead of the engine, and the 
other follows immediately in the rear. To the 
rear carriage or reel is attached a small fuel wagon, 
better known in the department as the "dinkey." 
The front reel carries 1000, and the one behind 
850 feet of three inch india rubber hose. Very few 
fires occur where it is necessary to lay out the en- 
tire length, but it is frequently expedient to connect

Tudge, her clerks, have our thanks for a copy of the I *— separate lines to the engine. Four large sized 

' draught horses are u-e ! as motive power to the 
large machines and three for the small ones. The 
horses are harnessed both night and day and only 
require to lie bridled and hitched to the engine and 
all is ready. Regular; watches are stood by the 
men at the different bouses during the day, and at 
night one is appointed specially. When the look 
out on the tower espies a fire, he immediately 
sounds the alarm; the watchmen at the houses re- 
spond, and the horses are bitched up; so ?oon as 
the signals are hoUted or the big bell rings the sec- 
ond tiny, the district is communicated to the dri- 
vers, and they at a rapid pace proceed to the scene 
of conflagration. If on the other hand the look-out 
receives the alarm from a small bell, he rings once, 
this making the alarm general, but does not hoist 
the signals or ring up the second time unless they 
see the fire or are assured that the flames are con- 
fined, which assuMnce is given by the watchman 
adjacent to the fire igniting a brilliant red light, 
easily discernible night or dav. 

Some idea may be gleaned from the above as to 
the efficiency of a paid department. That it is par- 
amount in efficiency to the old system is undeniable; 
Cincinnati leads the van w ith steam engines, and 
the tendency of all large cities must be to the adop- 
tion of the system, being as it is the only safeguard 
against the "devouring element."

Tiie Mormon I^-gi-lature met at Sdt Lake City 
on December 14. organized. iaMl received a message 
from I'.righam Vourif, in whuh the relations of the 
Territory to the l uited Suites ate discussed at 
length. The L-irMature passed a series of resolu- 
tions endorsing FoaaaT, and :d-o an act attaching 
(ire -n River countv (where the troops are) to Salt 
Lake City. 

Young. Kimball. Wells, and several other promi- 
aent dignitaries oi the Ita'VMiai Charek, hare beea 
indicted by the (irand Jury of the L'nited States 
District Court for Green lliver county (John D. 
liadford, foremuD,) for hiuh treason. 

W e have through the i oliteness of one of the gen- 
tlemen alluded to above been permitted to take a 
hasty perusal of lSrigbavn Young's messnge to the 
Legislature of Utah, so we can only give the out- 
line of it. 

1st. He, in the lieginning of his message, alludes 
to the agricultural affairs of the Territory, showing 
the rapid manner in which the Territory had been 
developed since the Mormons settled there, and says 
that the "people of Gid" hive now to furnish grain 
for all the passers-by the mail contractors, &c, and, 
because they do not li&e to do this tree, the tyrants 
at Washington have sent an invading army upon 
them. 

2d. He is particularly hard upon the President 
and Cabinet about taking the main out of their 
hands and giving the contracts to tho-e who are op- 
posed to Morui>mi-m, and Young savs that this was 
brought about by hing editors, who influenced Bu- 
chanan. 

(Brother Bri^ham forgets to state that it was be- 
cau e the Mormons opeued the mail v, ithout leave 
or licence.) 

Sd. He, in conclusion, does not recognize the civil 
authorities out of Salt Lake Citv, but holds that 
they are not legal and that they are intruders.

They all signed resolutions endorsing the action 
of Young and pledging everything to the support of 
such action.

Failure or Clover. — The follow bg are the 
principal causes of the failure of clover: L W r ant of 
preparation in the soil. 2. Want of cohesiveness in 
the soil. 8. Grazing the crops too bare in the fall 
4. Sowing too frequently in the same field. 5. The 
luxuriance of the grain crop. 6. Covering the seed 
too deep. 7. Permitting weeds to grow and smother 
the crop. 8. Sowing loo much grass teed with the 
clover. 0. Sowing with a grain crop, when the lat- 
ter is too far advanced in growth. 10. Sowing in a 
marshy soil, or places likely to lie flooded. 

In my opinion the quantity and value of the clo- 
ver crop in the United States and Canada might be 
vastly increased, almost doubl.d, by proper atten- 
tion to the following particulars: Not repeating the 
crop too often. Preparing the soil properly for the 
?eed, by harrowing, rolling, &c. Not grazing the 
crop too bare in the fall. Manuring with prepared 
ashes, guano, or gvp-um. Mowing liefore tha clo- 
ver lieoomes too ripe, aud saving without much ex- 
posure to tie sun, so that the leaves and stems may 
not become dried up and worthless.

T<> Bitf.AK Vicious Horses TO Rii>k. — Abram 
Foot, of Cornwall, Vt., writes as follows to the Ver- 
mont Stock Journal: 

D. C. Ltnsley, Esq : Permit me to give vou mv 
experience in breaking a vicious hor»e to ride. In 
my younger days I whs importuned by a friend to 
take a seven years old mare to break to ride, which 
several bad tried to do but had failed, as she had 
thrown every one who hid mounted her. I con- 
sented to o;ive he' a trial. Before m >un'ing, I took 
a stout coid and jiassed it around her liyj lad hack 
of Ler fore legs, drawing it prett_\ BhBfl ^i.u m.iking 
it fast. I then put a eeira in like man ier around htr 
neck, and tied the cords together between her fore 
legs, and aiaeea her witheis. Th<> couoling of the 
cords oa '>e withers makes an exeell-nt place to 
hold on to w ; i i o>:e hand, and very much assists the 
rider to retam his seat. Tbns equipped, I mounted 
her. She maJe two or three attempts to part com 
pany with me, but, not succeeding, gave up, com- 
pletely subdued. The philosophy of the thing is 
this: no animals can exert themselves in rearing 
an I pitching without expanding the body, which 
• in - the cords to cut into the flesh, and hurts so 
bad that they will not, generally, make more than 
two or three trials before they give it np. 

DaaimnM Hkaw L\ni>.— The attention of some 
of our reatbrj having been called to this subject by 
the d'scu - " ■ at the late meeting of i-uit growers 
in this city, we cannot better answer inquiries ad- 
dressed to us on the liest method cf draining heavy 
lands, ai d particularly the prope' depth for drains in 
a clay soil, than by condensing the remarks made 
at the January meeting of the London lafaarra* 
Club by men wbo, i.i addition to excellent opportu- 
nities tor observation, freely gave their er^-er.tnce. 

Mr. Mechi i-aid it was lt> years since he liegnn to 
drain. He had at tir>t made his drains U feet apart 
and I feet 8 inches deep, on a very tenacious yellow 
clay. Subsequently he had drained other lands of 
the same character 4 and 5 feet deep and from 29 to 
30 feet apart. After 10 years' practical experience 
his laborers told him they could always (low eu-ier 
and work with one or two less harrowings on land 
drained 1°2 feet apart and 2 feet 8 inches deep than 
on lind drained 4 or 8 feet deep at wider distanta))- 
Owing to the ventilation of that soil, or to some 
circumstance which he could not explain there was 
an equably in the crops and an evenness in the \ ie'.d 
th.it a:furdfed unmistakable evidence of thorough 
drainage. 

It. Baker had drained a field, partly with tile .".<) 
inches deep and 18 fiet apart, partly :\ feet, and an- 
other part 4 feet deep, and no one could s?e anv dif 
ference in the appe-arance or working of the soil. 

Mr. Thoina*, of Lidlington, said the discussions 
and his experience tended to two practical conclu- 
sions. Cue was th-.t no depth couid aaaapaajaatt in 
the case of homogeneous clavs for too great a di'- 
tance hettrejaa the uraics. The other, th t in th» 
ca^e of friable ajaj springy soils they could hird'y 
go loo d<.ep He had often seen grass lands ever- 
drained. What they wanted was that the land 
should be sufficiently dry for the cattle aud at the 
man time sufficiently insist for the pnxluetton ol 
grasses, and that object was not always kept clearly 
in view. 

Mr. llarlitld, of Euston House, Stamford, said he 
bad had tome experience in draining upon a reten- 
tive clay soil. At tirst put drains 30 hebea (It B| . 
uud afterwards increased the depth to 3*J incl-cs 
and for 10 yea.-s had found that 36 incites would 
drain the ground DjMBt effectually, and h id, there- 
fore, adopted th.it d- ptk as a standard for hu drains 
W. Bennett, of Cambridge, had farmed «oine of 
the str<>iii, r "Mt fauetll i;i England for a considerable 
portion of his life, and had found that drains from 
15 to 21 feet, and from 2,-^' to 3 feet deeji, ware the 
most effective opoo retentive soils. 

Mr. Trethewy, of Silsoe, would not recommend 
deep or shallow draining, as a system. Thrie re.-', 
or less, was called shallow draining, and more than 
three feet, deep draining. His idea of druiniti.; araj 
not only to get rid of the water, but also to act u;k>u 
the suttee und MhalBf of the soil as much :is 
posMlD. In draining for grain and grass lir.ds 
lifferent objects' were to be kept in view. In ^rusa 
lands they wanted to keep up a continuous verdure, 
but that was not the ca.-te with arable lands, and he 
maintained lint the latter needed to be more drain- 
ed than the former. 

Mr. Wood, of Sus-ex, had the misfortune to farm 
that kind of soil which ail would regard as a bona 
Jide clay, and he had ex]>ended a good deal of money 
in draining hind wMeh would require 50 per cent, 
of sand to bring it (o a fit state to make brick. 
When he commenced eight or ten years ago, 2 feet 
deep was advocated by one party, and 4 feet by an- 
other. Bjing of a prudent turn" of mind, he thought 
he would adopt the middle course, and consequently 
made his drains 3 feet deep and Hi _ feet apart. 

und the soil furthest from the drains the nioet 
wet, and the soil and crops above the drains and 
nearest to them looked the best. If his drains were 
8 feet apart he thought the change would be benefi- 
cial. If he could make drains 4 feet deep at the 
same expense aa 3 feet, would prefer that depth; but 
having regard to expense he would adhere to a depth 
of I feet. % 

Mr. S'iaw, of Northampton, felt no hesit uioti i i 
saying mat three drains 4 feet dtep Here more bene- 
ficial than four drains at 3 feet. 

Mr. Parkioson, of Nottinghamshire, had found 
from experience in draining that practice was far 
more valuable than theory. He worked a farm that 
was drained by his predecessor 30 years ago, with 
drains about 30 inches deep. The person who put 
them in was very much laughed at, at the time, for 
burying his money; but he persevered, and his 
neighl>ors first became convinced he was right in 
1829, when he was the only person in the district 
that had not a rotten sheep. The land was a strong, 
tenacious clay, and was now as well drained as any 
land could be, even though it were drained 4 feet 
deep. 

Mon9. Trehonnais, of France, considered the dis- 
cusskm very valuable from the fact that it represent- 
ed different parts of England, with differences of 
geological formation and soil, while he appeared to 
represent France. On bis farm in France, he was 
engaged in extensive draining operations last win- 
ter, particularly on hilly land. He was obliged to 
Lay his drains across "the dip of the land, having 
Veen taught by ob»ervation and experience that the 
practice of laying drains up the hill would not prove 
satisfactory. 

C. M. Bidwell, of Ely, said they were nearly 
all progressing more and more towards 4 feet. He 
bad seen a good deal of draining done at that depth 
and he did not know a single instance connected 
with strong cl ly lands in which experience was not 
in favor cf a depth of 4 feet. He hoped that in a 
few years they would adopt a minimum of 4 feet. 

C. Stokes, "of Kingston, had seen a good deal of 
Iraining ia Nottingham, Leicester, aid Deibv. Did 
not know of a single failure at a depth of 4 feet. 
When that system was first adopted by a few every- 
liody laughed at it; now no one scarcely drained at 
a less depth. It was a great mistake to suppo«e that 
water would not percolate at that depth. Let the 
air get into the land and that will m*ke a w*y for 
the water. With regard to what had been said by 
Mr. Thomas about the over-draining of grasslands, 
he fully admitted that for a year or two grass lands 
might appear to have been over-drained, the water 
having l««n taken away that produced a coarse 
kind of grass. The remedy for this, however, was 
manure, and the advantage of draining would «nnn 
be vbible in the production of greases of a better de- 
scription. 

At the dose of the discussion the following reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted: "That in draining 
land no depth of th* drains can com penmate for too 
great width of the intervals; that porous soils should 
he drained at depths and intervals suitable to their 
respective characters; but that retentive clays re- 
quire drains at more moderate depths and distances "

Four years ago, being scarce of provender — hav- 
ing for a large portion of the year nothing but wheat 
straw and crn-shucks, nei'her of which my horses 
would eat kindly in their oidinary s;at< — I deter- 
mined to use meal iu-tead of the unground corn, 
l he shucks and straw were cut up with a good straw- 
cutter and tho:on^h!y d ur.pened with . alt-water, 
and, after pla<-ir.g \ sufficient ipian'ity of provender 
in each hor.-e,' trongii, a naif gallon of m;al waa 
spsifikl-dover it. Wren I sav meal, I do sot mean 
liuy meal, such as is ground for bread, but coarse 
meal, ,-uch the millers will take half Udl for. I 
found, from close observation, that the coarse was 
preferable to line. When the meal is tco fine, it 
clo^s the hor.-e-i' mouth by adhering to the roof of 
it, causing annoyance and fretfultu s« whilst feeding: 
aud for thii cau*e some borsts eat it utidbdly, and 
others, atler a time, refj^e it altogether. In the 
coarse meal there is Mitficient du~t wbicn adheres to 
the wetted provender ta tu.ike that palatable, and 
the coarser p-irts are Masticated, and for this reason 
preferred by the hoz>e, which, by nature, is a gra- 
i ivorous animal; and it appears "that graiu, to have, 
its liest effect, must, to some extent, be masticated. 
In feed ug with meal, it thould never I e mixed with 
the cut stuff before it is put into the feed troughs. 
Each hor e's allo-vance should bespread over his 
feed in the manger; and in this way there is no loss, 
and the animal gets his qu intity. This experiment 
in feeding with btraw and shucks for an entire year 
was sosatisfi-ciory, ixith as regards the condition of 
my horses ami economy in grain, that I de'ermined 
to continue it. There whs a fa'- ing of at bat>t one- 
Murd of tha grain rtqu'red when ftd in the ear. 
This fact was eas ly ascertainable, becitue the grain 
was ground at my own mill, where there was a re- 
cord kept for every customer; so that the quantity 
of corn consumed by my hordes was known to the 
bushel. I have continued this method of feeding 
(whe it and oat ajraat, and corn shucks with nieai) 
for four years, and my teams have always been ia 
excellent com ' ion, notwithstanding there has been 
scarcely a day (Sundays excepted) when they have 
not been in the plow or wagon. I have found too 
that a ni .al made of one measure cf corn and two of 
clean oats reMilts in a still further saving of grain, 
and greatly cheapens the cost of feeding. It has, 
consequently, been by practice never to feed oats in 
the BMafj but to thresh out the grain ar.d use the 
straw as cut-stuff. The quantity of meal from these 
mixed gnins, which I have found tutficient to keep 
;i horse in good condition under hard work, is two 
ya lonsa day, to be given a< i'ollows: Half a gallon 
at the morning and mid-day feeding aud one gal' on 
at night. The cost, thertfo'e, of the grain for one 
horse per day (nutting corn at one do'lar the Lnsbtl 
and oau at lift v cents) -ixteei and two-third ce jls. 
The saving, aa compared with th? nsnvl modi of 
f-edipg corn in the ear, an i Matt) he »<••»-•«. I 
believe it is generally c-mceded ihut a horse c~naot 
pet form hard work with less than ten ears at a feed, 
which makes thirty ear* per dav. T.ikiag 110 eara 
to the bushel, we have the day's feed equal to 3 66 
parti of a bushel, which is e'quivulcnt to 28 cei ia; 
thus making a t^vii g of ll>g cents per day, or $41 
36 per each hor>e ter ^ear. These figures may be 
relied on as correct. The quantity of grain con- 
sumed is a matter of record in my mill liook, and 
the method of feeding hat been pursued for fou. 
years, ami during this time I may put down in round 
ni. rubers the average amount of grain consumed by 
each hor:* at rive barrels of corn a-v! fifty busheis 
of oats, and the annual cost at 3 10. The whole 
result, then, of these experiments, and my corrob- 
orating experience is, that by grinding corn alone 
and using it with the cut stuff in the manner desig- 
nated tly.r.: ia a saving in grain of per cent.; 
and, by in-iking a meal of corn and o*»t» togmher, 
there is a saving in cost cf 50 per cent, in grain. 



Effect am Dkitii of Soil on Vegetation — 
The eeease .> tell U or can be untie by good tfHaaja. 
provided it contains the elements of fertility, the 
tiior; productive it roust become, not only by caus- 
ing a largj supply of actual food, but also by pre- 
senting an increased surface for the action of chem- 
ical forces to retain those valuable substances 1 
being in solution, would otherwise pars away in I 
subsoil, where, though they might la; retained, the 
roots could not get at the'ii. The atmosphere pene- 
trates more freely, warming and exciting the whole 
mass; the roots, instead of merely throwing out 
laterally and creeping along just beneath the sur- 
face, as in shallow soils, push boldly out in all direc- 
tions in search of food, and thus strengthen the 
plant. Tne alluvial tracts so frequently found along 
our principal rivers are all deep and very fertile; 
though generally dry they seldom suffer from 
drought, owing to their power* of absorption, both 
from the air and subsoil. Depth being so import- 
ant, we should do all in our power to increase it by 
artificial means when required; as frequent plowing 
at a uniform depth produces, even in the deepest 
soils, a hard bed, through which neither roots, air, 
uor moisture cau readily penetrate, the use of the 
subsoil plow once in three or four years is strcngly 
recommended. Where the subsoil consist* of ast'ff 
}eliow clay, care tn:i t be taken not to bring up too 
much ;it once; for else, being sometimes cf a poison- 
ous nature, it might tend to injure the land for some 
length of time; until in fact the oxygen of the air 
had effected the necessary chemical changes and 
sweetened the mass. Deep soils are much less in- 
jured by sudden changes of weather than shallow 
ones; for lieing open and friable, the rain-fall passes 
slowly through them, and after nourishing vegeta- 
tion by the moisture and ammonia that it leaves, 
disappears in the subsoil; and during a dry time they 
maintain their moisture, owing to their powers of 
absorption and capillary attracticn. Many of the 
most fertile loams, resting upon a gravelly and very 
porous subsoil, owe their fertility to their depth. 
The same rule holds good with soils resting on lime- 
stone; thev are rich or poor, according to depth. 
Therefore it is evident that in farming, besides the 
mere routine of preparing the. ground for the crop, 
we have the important business of deepening the 
ground to attend to. Draining, in all cases where 
the land requires it, will be found a most important 
assistant, lowering the water level to the bottom of 
the drains some three or four feet from the surface, 
enabling the atmosphere, that great fertilizer, to 
penetrate into the crevices formerly filled with ex- 
cess of moisture, and by diminishing the tenacity, 
lessening the difficurties of deep cultivation. — Jokm

Thk Press im France. — The press in France has 
a delightful time of it. The journals are suspended 
when they say anything unpalatable to the Empe- 
ror, and they are interdicted when they keep silent 
upon subjects which he wishes them to discuss ia 
the way pleasing to himself.

OvERLAKD MAIL-RoiTE TO CaI IKOBXIA. — The 

Postmaster-General has recently addressed a very 
important and interesting letter to the chairman of 
the Post-office Committee of the House of Re- 
presentatives in regard to the best overland mail- 
route to California. The two points which are most 
particularly dwelt upon in this letter are in refer- 
ence to the effort now l>eing made to reject the route 
having Memphis as i'.s .-tarlinu point, and in refer- 
to the expediency of having the Pacific railroad 
a the line marked out for the overland wail- 



route. 

In the opinion of the Postmaster General, the 
whole effort to overturn the present established 
route is intended to abrogate the route from Mem- 
phis altogether, and to have but one starting point, 
and that at St. Louis, and but one line running 
through that State, and passing out of it into the 
Indian Territory, or into Kan -as. This is the true 
struggle now being made to abolish the Memphis 
route altogether, and to monopolize the starting 
point at St. Louis, and thence to run it off through 
the entire length of Missouri, east and we-t. 

In regard to the Pacific railroad, the letter sug- 
gests, in conclusion, that, if the establishment of the 
overland mail route is to pioneer the way of the fu- 
ture railroad, it u every wav desirable to pass from 
Fort Smith still further south on the Preston and El 
Paso route. He remarks that it is vain and idle to 
pretend not to see that it is the effort of rival rail- 
road interests that are now assailing the line of 
mail stage coaches which the Department has es- 
tablished. 

The Postmaster General is, therefore, not only au- 
thorized but constrained to consider the subject, in 
some slight degree, in the further aspect of a future 
railroad.

Ocean Steam Navigation— JJepresston of United Mate* 
Interest* in the iimm* CmU Line Fwltd - attain 
Ltitc Projects — Norfolk and Mantes Line. 

' Washington, Feb. 25. 
ThedepresMoo of tie American interests in steam 
navigation. ■ .■.«■•■ n this country and Europe, had 
,coniiiience'(i prior.iothe recent commercial revulsion, 
and is likeK to continue. The Government cjtmact 
with the Bremen line had expired, and was cot re- 
newed. The Collins line, having lost their increased 
allowance', became emiiarrassed. Its service wa* 
diminished as to numtxrr of trips, and finally it has 
Iseen entirely discontinued, even before the expira- 
tion of the term of the original contract for trans- 
porting the mails. The line has not been profitable 
to it* owners and projectors, owing to a series ol un- 
lucky circumstan -es. It lost two ships at sea, and 
met • still heavier loss, through the expense and de- 
lay occasioned by mistakes in experimental ma- 
chinery. 

Finally, a part of their compensation, amounting 
to about ore hundred and fifty thousand do'lars, was 
withheld troin ttiejn, under a decision of the late 
Administration, and can only be recovered through 
the Couit of Claims and Congress. Again, tne 
company is heavily in debt, owing nearly three 
quarters of a million for advances by the bou.-e of 
Brown Bro'.hers &. Co., for the piyuunt of which the 
three ships — the Adriatic, Baltic, and Atlantic — are 
under execution. An agent, Capt. West, has pro- 
ceeded to St. Petersburg to offer them to the Russian 
Government. 

All the tfforv, backed by Northern and Western 
cipitali.ts, to gal up a line of steamers f om New 
Yoik, and f.oin Sivannah to Brazil, and bat*Ma 
Bnhm and Valparaiso, failed last j ear, even in the 
palmy days of speculation, for the reason that Con- 
gress" refused to uraut a small subsidy, by way cf 
contracts for mail transportation. 

The disposition of the present Congress is not l>e- 
lieved to !>e betier, thoagh there is no doubt that the 
President, Mr. Buchanan, is much more fivoralde 
to American inteiest*, in this respect, than his pre 
deces*or. Moreover, the state of the treasury is an 
obstacle to the continued piyments on account oi 
ocean mail service; and the vast expenses which we 
are to encounter bv protracted wars in the ir.ierio r , 
whether with the Kansas or Utah people or the lu- 
dians, is likely to iuvolve the country in a heavy 
debt. Neither is the present condition of trade such 
as to commend to capitalists large investments in 
steamships. Bv the last arrival from Liverpool, we 
learn that the European and American Steam Com- 
pany (Crosby's Southhampton line) had lost money 
in the operations of the New York line, owing to the 
late depression of trade with the United States; hut 
the director', it is stated, hope the service may t e 
renewed with profit this spring. 

The contemplated steam line between Norfolk and 
Nantes, in France, can, it is believed, be sustained, 
if it be commenced, and if it receive aid from the 
government for postal service to the moderate ex- 
tent of $12,500 per round trip. The number of 
trips yearly is to be twenty-four. If this small sub- 
sidy from the government is all that is necessary 
to be obtained for the purpose of securing the great 
national benefits that are to result from this enter- 
prise, there is no doubt that it will be granted. Af- 
ter the liberal subsidies which were granted by 
Congress to lines from New York, it would be a 
grievance, indeed, if Congress did not extend com- 
paratively small aid to the Norfolk line. The coun- 
try lost nothing by the payments from the treasury 
to the Collins line, the Bremen and Havre lines, &c. 
On the contrary, they gave a stimulus to commerce 
which brought into the treasury, in the revenue, 
five times as much a» they ever received upon it. 

The revenue is derived from commerce, and it is 
reasonable that a portion of it should be appropriated 
for the promotion of commerce. The Virginians 
are on the right track, and it is hoped they will not 
step backward. It is not Norlolk, nor Virginia, but 
it is the Chesapeake bay and all its tributaries that 
is to furnish commerce for the Norfolk aud Nantes 
line. 

Singclar Case under the New English Di- 
vorce Act. — An application was recently made 
before the Mayor of Exeter, England, on behalf of 
Mrs. Catharine Bond, under the 20th and 21*4 of 
Victoria, chap. 85 (the new divorce act), for an order 
to protect her property against her husband and his 
creditors. The clause in question provides that a 
wife deserted by her husband might at any time 
after such desertion apply to the justices in petty 
ses- ions for an order to protect any property w hich 
the might acquire afier the desertion, provided that 
the justices are satisfied that such Uesertion was 
made without reasonable cause. Mrs. Bond was 
married in 1826; in 1853 her husband deserted ber, 
and she did not hear anything of him for nearly five 
years, until last June, when he came to her bouse at 
Exeter, and, being wholly destitute, she allowed 
him to sleep under her roof and to take his meals in 
the kitchen. During the five years he was absent 
she had maintained herself by letting furnished 
lodgings, and had acquired the means of keeping 
herself respectably. 

The husband had, during this time, married an- 
other woman at Bristol, and he is now in Exeter 
jail on a charge of bigamy. Mrs. Bond's solicitor 
said that ste bad been applied to for payment of her 
husband's debts, and if an order of protection were 
not granted there was reason to believe that many 
other similar applications would be made. He con- 
tended that the husband of the applicant had com- 
mitted a voluntary act in marrying ancther woman, 
by which he was taken away from his wife, and that 
this was desertion in the meaning of the act.

The mavor of the province of Bisilicata reported 
that durirg the repeated shocks eight uundred 
prisoners, most of who u were uuc >nvic<ed, were in 
a state of terror, as their crazy pri-rn threatened to 
fall aud burv them in its ru:«is. A gallery which 
fell killed three and wound*. d several of tne se un- 
fortunates. A room afterwards fell iu, but did co 
mischief. "It is impossible," says tie m *yor, in «-n 
official report to the Minister of the Interior, doted 
December 18, "to describe the confu.^ion which 
reigned — fear, cries of despiratiou, endeavors to es- 
cape, prayers, tears, and blaspheim ; such was the 
scene 1 met. In order to maintain ord-r, the guard 
fired on the prisoners, but with powder only. To 
restore confidence and tranquillity, I assured the 
prisoners that I would remove them from those 
quarters of the building w hich the shock had ren- 
dered dangerous. I gave this assurance in the name 
of the king, our august master." 

In answer to this distressing report Biancbiori 
replied in a cruel and jesuitical fashion. He said: 
"I have placed your report before our august sov- 
ereign. His Majesty appeared profoundly moved 
as I read your report.

I he Times's correspondent says: "Since writing 
to you I have seen several gentlemen who have re- 
tun ed from the country which h;is recently been 
devastated by the earthquake. They had passed 
nearly a fortnight in wandering from one place to 
another, and the information which they bring back 
is of the deepest and most painful interest. Accord- 
ing to them the shocks continued throughout the 
entire district to the number of five or six a day, 
sometimes tolerably strong, and generally occasion- 
ing the fall of many of the ruined houses. The 
hair-breadth escapes which tbey had are rather a 
matter for private narrative, but they much heighten 
the color of the ten iole picture they draw. Their 
trip was extended far beyond Polla, and into the 
very center of volcanic action, as Potenza, Brienaa, 
Tito, and many other places of mournful celebrity. 
The scene of desolation was beyond the power of 
description. 

"The actual labor was not to rebuild, but to de- 
stroy; the few houses that remained standing were 
insecure, and one would have said uninhabitable, 
but that the people in their misery still clung like 
rcoks to their falling habitations. The country in 
many parts still gaped with wide fissures of the 
breadth of two arms, and when they had closed bad 
done so unequally, one side being many feet higher 
than the other. Some of the incidents which tbey 
relate seem more like fables than facts. 

Mules had also been dug out alive after 21 days' 
burial. One of the monks told my informants that 
on the night of the 16th ult. the shock was so vio- 
lent as to throw him out of his lied through the win- 
dow into the garden of the monastery. At Veggai- 
no, a poor woman had lost her husband and two 
children beneath the ruins; two yet survived, but 
they quickly died of hunger, and the wretched 
mother banned herself. Tales of wonderful and 
tragic interest aliound, aud if the reader doubts 
their possibility he has only to read Colleta's graphic 
description of the earthquake of 1753. 

The people had not settled down to anything like 
regular occupation, but were grubbing among the 
ruins for whatever they could tind and seeking for 
the Itodies of their friends, of whom hundreds still 
remain as yet disinterred. Supplies were slowly 
coming in for the poor people, but roads there were 
scarcely auy, and much had to be transported on the 
backs of mules. The province of Basilic ita is the 
largest in the kingdom, and yet has not more than 
one carnage road through it of any importance. 
Potenza will not be rebuilt on the same site on which 
it stood, but perhaps lower down in the plain. 

After several meetings, much discussion, and more 
unpleasantness, the English have obtained permis- 
sion to contribute the funds which they have collect- 
ed for the relief of the sufferers by the earthquake.

Washington', March L 
Senate. — Tlie Kansas bill was taken up. 
Mr. (ireen gave notice of a substitute for the ad- 
mission of Kansas and Minnesota together, hoping 
thereby to expedite business. He then proceeded to 
advri-ite the report of the committee, remarking 
that ;!ie leading and controling facts of that docu- 
ment could not be successfully controverted. An 
attempt had been made in the minority report to 
evade some of them, but they stood unassaiied. He 
then j >••!:-. sed to a personal explanation touching the 
statements with te^ar-.l to the action of the commit- 
tee, published in (he New York Tribune, which as- 
serted that the majority of the commiuee made a 
positive promise to Mtaaca, Douglas and Odlamer 
to report till the s^ucctedin^ Monday, and subse- 
ly violated ih.it agreement. He proceeded to 
aho « the falsity of thi* statement by a detail of facts 
in the case. . 

A discussion of some length ensued between Green 
and Douglas, when the former proceeded; 

He said he ha<l a substitute for the bill rej>orted 
by the majority of the committee, which he would 
•tie-rat the proptr time. This stib'titute provide*! 
tor the admissiot: of Kansas and Minnesota together, 
the object being to expedite business before the Sen- 
ate .-o that otber importont questions mi^ht come up 
for consideration. He then argued tlie legality of 
the- Kansas constitution, contending that it was re- 
publican in form, and wis the legal choice of the 
people. The population at Kansas is sufficient to 
cnti.le her M «H representative, aud the constitu- 
tion of the I'nittd States prescribes no specilic num- 
ber of inhabitants. He referred to the unsettletl 
jtate of the Territe ry as a jtowerful and overw helm- 
ing tea cu for ad'ii ; -v",.r, for it would restore peace 
and quiet. He -o-.! • .• ved information to-day of 
murder by the pj •« • opoosed to the I>econipton 
eenstitutien, «:>•! ti... Whitfield had been driven 
from the Territor. »n er threats of assassination, 
rhis. he said, was the r^a=oi of the abscace of the 
'ederal offie-ers from Kausas. It is useless to cry 
'•jieace,"' when there will Ije none until Kansas comes 
into the I'nion. 

Mr. Collamer followed. He referred to the Mis- 
souri compromise as having .ettled slavery agi:a- 
itw — 'jeing a fair bargain he thought it nr.just in 
!iieN>uth, aftej receiving her portion of advantage, 
W r pudiate the compact. Whe believed, he asked, 
in 1*.}1 lint slavery would exist in Kansas? It was 
i uell settled principle that the power to regulate 
.mplied power to prohibit, quoting instances to show 
wheie this jsiwer had been exercised and referring 
to a case in Mississippi in 1796 in point. He de- 
fended emigration societies, denying that emigrants 
fit'tn the North went to Kansas merely to vote, with- 
out designing to stay there. He referred to fraud- 
ulent election", carried by interlopers from Missouri 
and to other «ro*s outrages into which the Govern- 
ment had never examined.

They v ill be worth to such more than a year's sub- 
scription: 

1st. For finding the net weight of stock, etc., 
where oue-fourth is taken out, or allowek for tare. 

Rule. — Multipy the gross weight by the decimal 
8 tenths, and the product will bs the net weight. 

Example. — Suppose a larmerhasa hog that weighs 
345 gitfcs, how much will he weigh net? 345 X , 8 = 
27C.0. Ant. 

2d. To find the gross we'ght, having the net 
weight - 

Ilule. — Divide the net weight, by the decimal 8 
tenths, and the quotient will be the original gros3 
weight. 

Example — What is the gross weight of a hog that 
weighs MS pounds net?

3d To find the price per hundred net, where the 
price j>er hundred gross is given. 

Rule — Divide the price jier hundred gro's by the 
decimal 8 tenth*, and the quotient will be the "price 
per hundred net, and rice versi. 

Example — How much per hundred net will a far- 
mer get for his hogs, w ho sells them for three dollars 
and fort} - cents per huudred g rost? — $3.40 j = 
$4 25. An*. 

Thus it will lie seen that £3 40 otoss, is the same 
as $4.25 n^t. The reasons for liicie are obvious, 
comment is therefore unnecessary.
